PARIS, June 29.—The official noti- 
fication to Germany that the blockade 
will not be raised until the treaty is 
ratified by Germany was in the form 
of a resolution adopted by the coun- 
cil of four and pregented to the Ger- 
man delegation before its departure 
to Berlin, 

The resolution is as follows: 

“The superior blockade council is 
Instructed to base its arrangements for 
rescinding restriction upon trade with 
Germany on the assumption that the 
allled and associated powers will not 
wait to raige the blockade until the 
completion of ratification, as provided 
for at the end of the treaty with Ger- 
many, but that {it is to be raised im- 
mediately upon receipt of information 
that the treaty of peace hag been rati- 
fled,” 

Conditioning the raising of the 
blockade upon Germany's ratification 
of the treaty, is regarded in conference 
clvcles a8 a sure plan for securing a 
speedy ratification because of Ger- 
many's food and Paw material needs. 
As Russi@ was practically blockaded 
as a result of the blockade against 
;the central powers, the opinion is 
held that when the blockade against 
them seases, there will be uo blosk- 
ade against Russia.

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Justice Hyndman Quashes Oon- 
viction Arising Out of Case at 
Wetaskiwin 


_ Mr, Justice Hyndman has just given 
Judgment in the case of the King 
against Robert Noel Kelly, in which 
he sets aside the conviction in ques- 
tion. Robert Noel Kelly, of Wetaski- 
win, was convicted by William John 
Mulloy, a police magistrate, for un- 
lawfully branding a heifer calf the 
property of August Rosberg, and the 
extreme penalty of $200 and _ costs 
was imposed. A motion was made on 
behalf of Kelly to the Supreme court 
to quash the conviction upon the 
ground that there was no evidence to 
justify the conviction and in particu- 
lar, that Kelly had every reason to 
| believe that the calf in question be- 
longed to him, because he had found 
it on his own land, which was fenced, 

land with his own cattle. ¢| 

In giving judgment, Mr. Justice 
Hyndman decided that there was 
merely a bona fide dispute as to thr 
ownership and identity of the animal | 
and that the Brand act was never in- 
tended to includs such a case. The 
cenviction is quashed with the wsual 
protection to the magistrate. 

The case is of considerable interest 
to cattle owners, because it establishes 
that in order to secure a conviction, 
proof must be given not only that the 
animal branded was not the property 
of the accused, but also that he had 
| reason to believe that it wes not his 
property when he branded it. Ac- 
cording to the magistrate’s decision a 
man who bought two hundred head of 
cattle and branded them in the belief | 
that he had acquired the ownership, 
might have been subject to a penalty 
of $20,000 if it afterwards turned out 
that his title was defective.

NET SURPLUS OF 
CITY UTILITIES 
IS SATISFACTORY 


City Comptrolier’s Figures Show 
Splendid Increase for First 
Five Months 


/ 


For the five months of the present 
year ending May 3ist, the city utill- 
ties have made a splendid showing, 
judging from the figures presented in 
the statement of city comptroller 
Mitchell. 

The net surplus for the five months, 
inoluding the street railway traffic, 
works out at nearly double the sur- 
plus for the corresponding five months 
of last year This is good anough for 
any city. 

The street railway deficit also shows 
a decrease against the corresponding 
period of last year. 

In his report the elty comptroller 
says: 

“There is a net surplus for the 
month of May of $2,345.39 as com- 
pared with a net deficit for the same 
month of last year of $3,649.13. 

“The net surplus for tne five months 
(inclusive of the street railway de- 
ficit) amounts to $62,233.16 against 
$83,809.71 for the corresponding 
period of 1518, 

“Net surpluses for the five months 
of the respective departments are as 
follows: 

Electric light, $66,056.86 against 
$54,131.96. Telephones, $21,356.32 
against $13,845.52. Waterworks, $14,- 
246.05 against $10,746.60, making a 
total of $101,659.24 against $78,- 
724.08. 

“The street railway deficit is $39,- 
426.08 as egrapare’ with $44,914.57 
last year, living as already stated, 
a net result of a surplus of $62,233.16 
on the combined utilities as compared 
with $33,809.71 in 1918.”

Taxicab stands will this year be 
located between the superintendent's 
cottage (by Willow avenue) and. the 
main entrance It is the intention of 
the management ¢o erect barriers du:

ARREARS IN GIT 
INCOME TAX FOR 
1918 ONLY $2995 


Collections Are Regarded as Sat- 
isfactory—3,628 People Have 
Paid up 


The annual statement of the work- 
ing of the income tax in the city for 
the past year, just issued by Tax Col- 
lector Ferris, shows that there is anly 
outstanding arrrears on the 1918 levy 
to the extent of $2,995.32. It is 1s con- 
sidered that this result is satisfactory, 

The net levy was $132,589, and the 
net collections of December $99,598.69, 
while from January Slat to June %th 
of the present year another $29,996.69 
was collected. 

Total number of income taxpayers 
amounted to 3,628, and corporations, 
joint stock companies made up 221 of 
the general total. 

The tax collector considers that 
companies paid about two-thirds of 
the total amount of taxation. 

The number, 221, may asem small, 
considering the eggregation of com- 
panies and corporations operating In 
the city, but the collector points out 
that it has to be taken {nto considera- 
tion that the legislature refused to al- 
low many of them to be included in 
the charter amendment empowering 
the income tax. The exemptions in- 
cluded morisege and loan companies, 
raliway companies, telegraph and ex- 
press oumpanies, and other similar 
organizations.

An Ottawa dispatch says the 
Unionist members are holding 
tonelaves and trying to consolid- 
ate the party and make it a goy- 
ernment organization.

Of course the 
profiteers would like to make the 


party permanent. They would be| 


fools if they didn’t; and they are 
not fools by a long way. 
Necessarily the party will have 
to be consolidated if it is to be 
made permanent. It has now got 
to the place where it must hang 
together or its members will hang 
separately. If they stand pat, 
pass another disfranchisement act, 
flood the country again with offi- 
cial vote-killers under the guise of 
election officials, and get*their op- 
ponents to waste their votes on 
class candidates, the coalition will 
gain power for another term, and 
profits ‘‘as usual’’ will inure to its 
backers. Otherwise it is the fin- 
ish for the political merger, and 
hard times for the commercial 
mergers which stand behind it,

| Germany has signed a peace 


treaty with the ‘‘Allied and asso- 


dent. | ciated” powers. This means with} 


France, Britain and Italy as allies} 
and the United States as an ‘‘asso- 
ciated’’ power. The long drawn 
out agony of the war is over at 
last. It is one month short of five 
years since war was declared by 
Austria on Serbia. It is safe to say 
that the world never before saw 
five such bloody and_ terrible 
years. In numbers of men engag- 
ed, in the vast and widely separ- 
ated areas of warfare, and in the 
means of destruction employed no} 
former war bore any comparison | 
to that just closed. In appalling} 
loss of life, in colossal expendi- 
ltures, it stands alone in the world’s 
history. In examples of courage| 
and self-sacrifice it set a new mark 
for humanity. 

And yet the underlying causes| 
of the war and its results are as 
they have always been. The field 
was larger, the weapons were new- 
er; but it was the same spirit of| 
jealousy and aggression which 
caused the murder of Abel that 
loosed the German legions on de- 
|fenceless Belgium and on peaceful | 


| fighting for themselves. 
| World power was the objective | 
|of Germany. The maintenance of| 
|free civilization was the objective 
of the Allies. The greater the 
strength shown by Germany, and 
{the more savage the atrocities com- 
|mitted the more clearly it was 
|realized by all the Allied nations 
\that they could not afford to let 
Germany win, no matter what sac- 
rifices they might have to make. 
|Germany fought for world power 
or downfall. In such a struggle 
both sides cannot win and down- 
| fall has been Germany’s fate. 

Defeated, dismembered, humili- 
|ated, Germany is paying in some 
measure the price of her aggres- 
jsion. That the terms of peace are 
|not as drastic as the crimes com- 
| mitted—and the greater crimes at- 
tempted—would warrant is obvi- 
}ous. And it is further obvious that | 
| they are not of a character such as 
Germany accepts in good will or 
intends to keep in good faith. 

But they are terms of peace— 
for a time—and that is all that can 
}ever be secured in this world, so| 
long as the heart of man is the 
home of the passions that make 
war. In large measure this is a 
peace of exhaustion, and that is 
| the best guarantee that it is really 
peace. But peace is only guaran- 
teed as long as exheustion lasts, 
The nation that makes the quick- 
est economie recovery will soonest 
be ready for the next war. The ex- 
|haustion of Europe after the Na- 
|poleonie wars lasted for half a 
century, and indeed it was a full 
hundred years, less one, between 
the battle of Waterloo and the 
first battle of the Marne, But the 
world may mske a quicker recov- 
lery in the 20th than it did in the 
19th century. 

In any case the word of wisdom 
jis: ‘‘In time of peace prepare for 
war.’’ War is coming some time 
just as surely as war is past. We 
have peace now. Our business is to | 
make the most of it while it lasts 
and to so conduct our affairs that 
it will last as long as possible. The

INTEMPERANCE 
CLAUSE REMOVED - 
IN PENSION BILL 


Hon. N. W. Rowell’s Bill Provid- 
ed That Soldier Getting Intoxi- 
cated Might Lose Pension 


Ottawa, June $37—In discussing 
Hon N. W. Rowell's pension bill in the 
Ottawa house Friday night Col. Peck 
objected to the clause providing that 
soldiers guilty of intemperate or {m- 
proper conduct and sustaining injur- 
jes as a result of it, should lose their 


pensions. This might work a hard- 
ship to a lot of men, who, though 
good soldiers, were guilty of some 


temporary lapse, 

Col. Peck sald that his experience 
was that a man who has occasionally 
been intemperate at the front was 
among the best soldiers, and the 
clause as it was drafted would work 
hardships on some of the best men. 

Mr. Rowell agreed to strike out the 
word “intemperance” from the clause, 
and with this amendment it was ad- 


opted, 
The clause providing for \he sus- 
pension of pensions in the case of men 


confined to jail for @ greater period 
than six months, met with some op- 
position, 

D. D. MeKenzlie, leader of the op- 
position, argued that the pension was 
a thing the man had earred, and its 
payment should not depend on whe- 
ther the pensioner went ico Sunday 
school, kept sober or anything of that 
kind. | 

Mr. Rowell told Mr. Mc)tenzie that) 
the payment was merely wuspended, | 
and that the money was paid the 
pensioner when he got out of jail, The 
pension board might pay the sums due 
to him to his dependents during his 
confinement. 

Progress was reported on the bill 
and the house adjourned.
